It is somewhat surprising that a] body of 
men of such liberal principles as tlio licensed 
victuallers arc generally supposed to lie 
iliould be setting up tha standard p( pro- 
tection in this city, and we think that tha 
position lakeu by their counsel, -Mr. Bishop, 
in opposing lha applications for new licenses 
at yeitorday's licensing court, is logically 
untenable; when thoro is sufficient iiccome- 
odatioti provided for the public, tho evils 
in the present system of licensing must, so 
far as the uuuiber of houses are concerned, 
ex ipso facto cease to exist. It is not likely 
that persons will seek to open housos in a 
neighborhood already overbtocked, ii they do, 
it is at their own risk and wo can hardly 
think that opposition on behalf [of thosj nt 
present carrying on houses politic. -Mr. 
Bishop says that " it is very hard upon 
licensed victuallers who havo stood tho brunt 
oftha dull summer, that just us the busy 
season is commencing, some one should stop 
in and take away all their custom." Now if 
this argument is good, protection in its worst 
form may be supported in a similar manner. 
It stiikes at tho very root of free trade, so far 
as the licensed victualling business is con- 
cerned. If tho euslom of tho old houses is 
likely to be taken away by the establishment 
of nnw houses, thou there must be something 
radically wrong about those now existing, or 
some very great attractions ut the new estab- 
lishments ; if the latter is tho case, all who 
seek the prosperity ol the town are bound to 
encourage aud promote.by overy means, any- 
thing which shall nttraet miners amongst us, 
so long as it is not immoral or vicious in its 
tondency. Ifon tho other hand, the existing 
houses are not capable of affording the ac- 
commodation required, it is high time that 
other men with more energy and power to 
cater for tho public should bo allowed a 
chance. We have no desire to see the city 
overstocked with public housos, but wc like 
to see every ouo having fair play, and it is 
by no means desirable that the Licensed 
"Victuallers Association should bo allowed 
to create anything like a monopoly ; as a 
body they may doubtless be capable of effect- 
ing much good, but let them by all means act 
with liberality towards outsiders. 

It seems Irom the report of tho prccedings 
of the licensing court, that tho rule requiring 
a certain number of beds to be provided to 
each house is still in operation ; this was 
doubtless a very good arrangement in 1658, 
but might well be disponsed with now. 

; I • . 

Wo are glad to notieo thai a commence- 
ment has at length been nmde towards the 
establishment of a Museum and Library in 
this city. We have always advocated this 
step as one essential to tho proper develop- 
ment of tho resources of" the colony, and it is 
high time now that the matter was started. 
It will, of course, be some years before we 
can hope to have a large collection in our 
Museum, but there are many objects of inter- 
est that might bo gathered together, which 
would form tho nucleus of a good collection. 
The vast variety of minerals found in this 
Island are in themselves a great field fir 
exploration and cxaminatiou, and it is only 
by comparison and collection that we can 
form a fair idaa of the importance of these 
resources of wealth to the colony. Hitherto 
gold has been so almost exclusively the 
object of search, that other valuable metals 
have been to a certain extent passed over 
and neglected. But the exigence of a society 
formed for the purpose, amongst other things, 
of developing tho resources of the country, 
■will in a great measure facilitate the thorough 
prospecting (if we may use a mining term 
generally) of tho whole country. Add to this 
the botanical productions of the Island are 
of considerable interest ; a greater variety of 
wild fruit trees and shrubs of different kinds 
are to be found in the wood3 of Vancouver 
Island than most people who havo not made 
botanical researches on the Island are aware 
of, many grasses also exist, and a museum 
will in all probability load to the classification 
and collection of these varieties, and will 
assist agriculturalists in their choice oT proper 
seeds, by showing to some extent what class 
of gtasses are suited to the different soils of 
the Island, There are many other objects 
which may be usefully taken up by the 
directors or proprietors of a Museum, mora 
especially when formed, as wc learn our Vic- 
toria Museum is likely to be, as a limited 
liability company. If sufficient capital can be 
raised, which from the opening of the list we 
do not for one moment doubt, the addition 
of a garden to the building to be used for the 
Mnsoum, would be desitablo in many ways, 
more particularly for the acclimatisation of 
foreign fruit trees and vegetables, which 
might in all probability be cultivated with 
advantage in this Island. We throw this 
suggestion out to the gentlemen now engaged 
in getting up the Museum, feeling sure that 
they will be able to improve upon the hint. 

The able appeal of our morning contem- 
porary, on behalf of William Diotz, will find 
its way to the heart, and wo ,'doubt not the 
purse of every Curib.ioite. Wo are not 
awaro whotbar any steps havo been taken to 
relieve tho necessities of this Pioneer Cari- 
boo minor, but we are quite sure that it will 
only bo necessary to set on foot a subscrip- 
tion list, and the discoverer of Williams 
Creek being in want will cease to bo a fact. 
Our contemporary has givon so full a sketch 
of the history of " Dutch Bill," so far as ho 
has been connected with these colonies, thai 
we feel it unnecessary to add moro than to 
echo tho hope that our mining and commer- 
cial population will not allow William Dietz 
to want.

McGos en vs. Ehrenbacho. — This case was 
again adjourned ufter the examination of one 
witness, lor the attendance of other witnesses 
who had not yet obeyed their BUbpcenas. 

Driard t'J. LatK ley. — This was an action 
for the balance of a bill for goods supplied to 
a third patty; Deniies for plaintiff. Urecn for 
defendant. The evidence was taken on botn 
sides, und his honor reserved his' judgment for 
the produc'ion of plain tifl'a boohs, that it 
might bo show to whom credit was origin- 
ally given, 

fjijbon vs. Hunting & Dddd, Bunting it 
Dqdd vs. Uibbon. — This was an action fdi 
350, ami a eross-uc'.ion for Silt). Mr. 

Bunting k Dodd, and Air. 
Ilishop for Gibbon. Thirty dollars were ad- 
mitted on each side, so that the question in 
dispute resolved itself into the cost of a pair 
of thorough braces made by Gibbon for H. A 
I). Plaintiff alleged that ho had delivered 
them, according to order. Defendants said 
that they had ordered thorn to ho stilched 
through, whereas thoy had been sent home 
unstitched ; the braces were lol Barnard's 
K.tpress wi.gon, and it was alleged on behalf 
of Ihe defendants that though braces when 
used for light carriages wore usually stitched, 
yet for heavier wagons thoy were as oflsn 
used unstitched. 

His llouwsjn giving judgment, said that 
tho defendant had failed to prove that the 
braces v-ere mado according to order ; con- 
sequently there must bo a non-suit. 

Hanks vs. Jones. — Drake for plaintiff, 
Dennes for defendant. This was an action 
for worU dono by p aintiff as a painter. The 
defendant paid S>20 into Court, which ho 
said was the amount agreed upon. Ho railed 
in proving this agreement, und the Court gave 
judgment for the whole amount claimed. 

Chipp vs. Gowan. — Green for plaintiff. 
The plaintiff cjaitned S3 9 lor medical attend- 
ance and obtained a verdict. 

Cooper m Fell.— This was an action to 
recover thu amount of a bill for goods sup- 
plied to Mr. Carstone, of Cowichan. Dennes 
fur defendant Plaintiff said that the goods J 
had been sent to Carstone by schooner to 
Cowichan, and that he would not have sent 
them had uot .Mr Fell undertaken to pay lor 
the goods. Defendant denied guaranteeing 
tho payment at all, and said that Mr. Carstone 
was a respectable man, who he had no 
doubt, would pay the amount il tiie bill was 
sent to him. He had not applied to him 
himself, he had nothing to do with the mut- 
ter. The plaintiff was nonsuited, there being 
no sufficient evidence of guarantee.

War on the Ocean — Escape ok the 
American Clipper Ship "Snow Squall," 
from a Confederate Pirate. — The ship 
"Snow Squall," Capt. Dillh.igham, 9 1 dayn 
from Peaang. ut New York on 15th Septem- 
ber, reports as follows : 

July ^8, lat. 33 deg. 05 thin;, south, long. 
lf> dog. 45 min. east, Cape of Good Hone, 
ber.tiug southeast by east, hall oust, dintatlt 
100 miles; 3 o'clock, p. in., made a sail 
ahead, with which wo came up very rapidly. 
Soou mado her out to be a baric standing ttic 
same courso as ourselves, under wholo top- 
sails, we having royal and topmast studding 
sails set. Set our ensign, which was an 
i.vefed by the American ensign. Wo tan 
a ider her loo to speak her. As wo approached 
ber we observed no name 011 her stem, which 
arousod our suspicions. We were soon 
hailed, '• Where from and bound? ■' which 
huving answered, we nslted, " What ship I" 
and received for reply, " Heave to, and I'll 
send a boat al ng aide or you." To which 
we promptly replied, " Ay. ay." At this 
moment her three starboard potts were 
opened, and as many guns run out -ud uj on 
us, we boinp about a shir's length from her. 

Of courso ivo were fully aware of the chatac. 
ter of too stranger, add having a smart ship 
under fool, were fully resolved to surrender 
only wheu the last hope of escape was gone. 
Ltcquesting my wile to return to tho cabin, I 
ordered the helm hove up and all possible 
sail made. The stranger, now observing our 
movements, (iied a blank shot at us, which, 
having no effect, was soon followed by a solid 
shot, which fell short about thirty feel j at 
the same timo the Confederate flag took the 
place of the stars and stripes. We now shot 
ahead of her, when she made sail us fast as 
possible, and gave chase alter us. It soon 
Loeame but too apparent that bIic was too 
light for us, being in good ballast trim 
while wo were ycty deep— the wind in the 
meantime becoming light and unsteady, wlthj 
every prospect of a calm. We, therefore, on 
consultation, deemed it advisable to lighten 
the ship us the only p issible chance of escape 
and immediately stove Several oaslfS qf water, 
and hove overboard a considerable quantity 
of heavy provisions, and then reluctantly 
sacrificed u small portion of tho cargo. At 
about (} o'clock the ohuso swung btoadsido 
and fired a shot at us, but without eli'ect, and 
then continued tho chase. Soon niter this, 
finding we were distancing him, we desisted 
from lightening ihe ship, all hands uniting in 
thanks to God for his gracious deliverance. 

The bark *us about 500 tons, evidently 
eastern bni|t, and quite now) had carved 
work on her stern, surmounted hy an eagle ; 
puhin on deck, set in 11 hall-poop. In her 
present trim sfip \3 very fast, urn) lew are. the 
India ships that can outsail hor. .She was 
thoroughly disguised as a merchantman, bav 
jng her ports closed and her fore-royal down, 
as is quite common for vessels doubling the 
" Cape," and standing to tfie north east, lhat 
vessels might the more readily overtake her. 
I may remark that we each kept an ensign 
Hying while daylight lasted.. September 1st. 
hit. 21 deg. 23 mill., Ion. 6.") Jeg. 5 mil)., ;') 
p. m., made a steamer to the S. W., appar- 
ently Standing to the S. W., under steam only. 
Directly after she mado all sail and hauled 
hy the wind, heading about north, evidently 
desiring to communicate wilh ns. Not fancy- 
ing his inovumuuta we hauled by the wind 
inder all sail. A 1 sunset sho was about six 
miles olf on our lee bu'iin, and thought she 
hud the appearance of a British mail steamer, 
yet as her movements ware suspicious, faared 
lest she intended cutting us off. As soon as 
darkness obscured our movements, we stood 
in another direction and aoon lost sight of 
her. 

Death of an American Sailor. — It is 
with regret we announce the decease at tho 
Hospital on the 27th instant, at 10 o'clock, 
p. m , of tho bravo American sailor, Andrew 
Wallace, who was so badly wounded ii) tho 
battle of the United States steamer Wy- 
oming, at Simonoseki. Wallace was truly 
a bravo Iellow, and had been in four battles, 
viz. — at the bombardment and destruction of 
the Bogiie Forts, below Canton, on the U. S. 
sloop Portsmouth, at the battles at Hattorus 
Inlet nnd Port Royal, in the United Suites, 
and at tho battle of Simonoieki, where he 
was wounded in four pluees. l\a had been 
sixteeu years in tho United Slates servioo and 
recoived' tho soldier's honored burial, — lapun 
Com. Nexus. 



Duelling in Japan.— Two officers of 
a Prussian slrp-of-war in harbor are reporlod 
to have fought a duel on tho border ol this 
settlement.

Etymology of the Word Oregon. 

JoQuthnn Carver, an English captain in 
tho wars by which tho Onnadas camo into 
the possestiou of Great Britain, ufter the 
pease, left Hoston Juno (ith, 176B, crossed 
the continent to the Pacilic, and returned 
October, 1708. In thu relation of his travels, 
which were published in 177-1, und repub- 
lished in 1778, he is tilt) first who makes use 
of the word Oregon. Tho origin of that 
word has novel been discovered iu the coun- 
try. Tho first Catholic missionanes, Father 
Demerit, now Bishop of Vancouver Island, 
und Father Blanche!, now Archbishop of 
Oregon City, arrived in Oregon in 183S. 
Thoy traveled through il for many years, 
from south to north, from west to eust, visitine; 
und touching the numerous tiibes of O.-e/ou, 
Washington Territory, nnd British posses- 
sions. But in all their various excursions 
among the Indians, they never succeeded in 
lindin^ the origin of the word Oregon. 

Now, it appears that what could not bo 
found iu Oregon, bus beun discovircd hy 
Archbishop lilanchot, in Bolivia, when I ■ 
visited that country, Chile nni Peru, in IfSij 
nnd 1857. Since his return, Archbishop 
Blancbetj on muny occasions, has communi- 
cated hia discovery, llenco, perhaps the ex- 
planation given in the Weekly Moumametr 
of the 4th, and tho Weekly Oregonian of the 
5tli inst. But us the former is altogether in- 
correct nnd Ihe latler not satisfactory, the j 
subscriber presumes it will be pleasing to 
many to have n correct record of tho explana- 
tion, The word Oiegon, in his opinion, 
most undoubtedly has it* root in the .Spanish 
word Oriy'u, ear; nnd came from the qualify- 
ing' word Oryoh, big ear. For it is probable 
lhat the Spaniards, who first discovered and 
v'.sited the country, when thoy saw the In- 
dians with big ears, enlarged by 1I10 load of 
ornaments, woru naturally inolinqd to, call ! 
them Orejon, big ours. 'Hint niuimma, first 
given to the Indians, became ulso the nam* \ 
ot the country. This explains how Captain - 
Carver got ii aril first made use ol il. liut the j 
travelers'', perhaps Carver himself, not knowing 1 
the Spanish language, nor thepeculiar pronun i 
eiatioii of tiie j iu Spanish, for facility suite, 
would have it written und pruaounced Ore ! 
gon instead of Oiejon, in changing J Id g. i 
Suoh, in ull pruhubility, must bo tna origin : 
of the word OVegoti. It came from the 
Spanish word Orejon. This discovery \s 
due, in justice to tho luurntul Dr. George I 
l|aygii.th, A, M., M. p., of [jiudonj n nun 
well versed in the Spanish, whom the Arch- 
bishop met iu liolivia. So much for the ety- 
mology of the word Oregon* 

Tli 10 probability becomes n conviction 
when wo consider how customary il is for 
travelers in 11 now country to give appro- 
priate names, and how generally lhe=e names 
are received, retained, and puss to posterity. 
We have now few instances ol this practice 
ou tho Pacific coast, and in Orogou in per- 
ipolar. Oregon was visited and travelled all 
through aa uurly us 1811, nnd perhaps he- 
fore, by a number of Frenoh Oanodincs, 
Thoy freely used thu right of travelers in 
giving tho Indian tribes, rivers nnd localities, 
French names, which have been kept anil 
used ever since, and which tue wilh difficulty 
properly written und pronounced in English, 
il I lie re be not due attention paid to ihe'r, 
French extraction. Thus some Indian trilea 
were called :

Les Teles Wales— the Flat heads.
